As a m atter of fact I know of an 
instance, personally, where light­ 
ning struck a tree twice during 
the same storm, w uh eyewitnesses 
to the unusual incident. The two 
strokes were less than five m in­ 
utes apart. 
That reminds me that I have 
seen some curious freaks of light­ 
ning, including an instance near 
.Samantha in Highland County a 
num ber of years ago, where a 
meteor was alleged to have struck 
on a small hillside, and plowed 
up the earth for some distance, 
investigating I found that a bolt 
of lightning had struck in a wheat 
field, burned a shock of wheat, 
and then, ran along the sloping 
surface of the earth for nearly 
IOO feet. 
I have seen many places in corn 
fields w here hills of corn have 
been blasted by bolts of light­ 
ning, leaving Ute stubs of stalks 
shattered to within two or three 
feet of the ground. 
Invariably a 
second hill within 15 feet showed 
effects of the blast, but not so 
extensively. 
One day, out on a farm in Paint 
Township, a neighbor took refuge 
under a walnut tree during a 
heavy storm. 
Suddenly he left 
the shelter of the tree and start­ 
ed running through the rain to­ 
w ard home. He had not proceed­ 
ed over 300 yards until a bolt of 
lightning struck the w alnut tree 
and shattered it. When I saw the 
man he said that all of a sudden

Diet and Health 


More Salt Is Needed in Diets for Summer 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D.

I do not know where, or in what 
particular condition of freedom, 
impriaonment or servitude Mr.

Gandhi will be when this article 
appear* in print. I have mixed 
emotions about Mr. Gandhi, but I 
do not intend to deal here with his 
political, religious, or to any great 
extent, his dietary views. But as 
a bio-cbemist, even a political bio­ 
chemist, I commend Mr. Gandhi 
wholeheartedly . 
Some time ago 
Mr. Gandhi'* platform was based 
on his protest against the British 
monopoly on salt in lr lim. In this, 
I think Mr. Gandhi 
perfectly 
correct, certainly sc tar a* India 
is concerned. 
In North America, for at least 
eight months of the y ear, salt is a 
condiment and we could do with a 
good deal less than we actually 
consume, as is shown by the fact 
that we excrete large quantities 
of it. The amount of salt which is 
necessary for an adult per day , 
according to the scientific dieti­ 
tian*, is 5 grams, which is hardly 
more than one-third teaspoonful. 
Moat of us use three or four times 
that amount. 


Need Salt in Summer 


It does not follow, as food fad­ 
dist* 
beleve, 
that our 
health 
would be improved if we ate less 
.salt but in the winter time at least 
few of us would suffer in health 
on a smaller consumption. 
This is true for North America 
in the winter time, but it is not 
true for India and it is not true 
for most of North America in the 
summertime. 
Our knowledge of the necessity 
for salt goes back to some inves­ 
tigations by Professor Moss, who 
wa* professor of mining at the 
University of Birmingham, on the 
diet of coal miners. 
He found 
that miners preferred and used 
astonishing quantities of salty 
foods, such as bacon and red her­ 
ring. They also used a great deal 
of table salt and alway s salted 
their food heavily . 
It was shown that this instinc­ 
tive preference was simply to 
make up for the salt lost in sweat­ 
ing. The world’s sweating record 
of two quarts in an hour is held 
by an English coal miner; many 
of them will lose as much as 18 


pounds in a single shift in a hot 
mine. This would mean about one 
ounce of salt, to say nothing of the 
water. Few of us consume more 
than one-third ounce of salt a day . 
A great many cast* of heat 
stroke, and especially the kind 
that results in cramps in the mus­ 
cles, are due entirely to loss of 
salt from the body and one of the 
first treatments for heat stroke is 
to get salt and water into the per­ 
son in good quantities. If they are 
too sick or unconscious and un­ 
able to take it by mouth, it should 
be given in the veins or under the 
skin. 
In India during the hot weather 
a person sweat* 24 hours a day 
and to make up the loss, over one 
ounce of salt per day is needed. 
Salt is thus an essential compo­ 
nent of the diet and a tax on salt 
is bad biology , aa well a* bad 
politic*.
